Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 28 April 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicant failed to respond appropriately to the Lack of Unity of Invention 
Requirement (i.e., Election of Species Requirement) spanning the bottom of page 2 to 
the middle of page 4 of the Office Action mailed 28 December 2007. More particularly, 
Applicant's statement on page 5 of 5 in the "Remarks/Arguments" section of the 
"Election" filed 28 April 2008 stating that "Applicant elects the species of Figures 3A-3C" 
is non-responsive because no single species corresponding to Figs. 3a-3c has been 
listed. In order to be fully responsive, Applicant must elect one of SPECIES I (i.e., Fig. 
3a) OR SPECIES II (i.e., Fig. 3b) OR SPECIES III (Fig. 3c) OR SPECIES IV (i.e., Fig. 
4a) OR SPECIES V (i.e., Fig. 4b) as these are all different examples of various 
arrangements for stage sets that Applicant can make from the plurality of stage 
elements.
